tT is but-little ground to believe that Fire is an Element or 
Principle ; fince, to ufeé the Logicians Phrafe, ‘tis jonly Aci 
dens Separabile, and not naturally exiftent, what-ever the Ancients 
believed of an Elementary one, and the vaft Regions of it, they 
themfelves knew not where, unlefs near the Moon. What they 
publifh’d of its benign and celeftial Attributes, @c. feems rathen Ef 
fays on its Effects than Caufe. It has been, ands ftill worfhipped 
as a God, and Antiquity in general affign’'d fome greater caufe for 
it than Motion, yet after all chey were miftaken in their Elements, . 
though not in their ‘Notion of them, fince they define one to be 
Minima rei pars que fatifcendo in aliquid prius degenerare, nec ™ alind 
converts poteft, fed permanet fimplicelfima (pecie; which are Attributes 
wholly inconfiftenrwith that which we call Fire,and not in the leaft 
applicable to it: For,Fire in the common Acceptation of theword, of 
the Pabulum of it is convertible into many different Subftances, and 
thofe, what-ever fome fondly have believ ‘d concerning Principles, wie 
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not fo, but may be chang’d into others. The Sun thines not propria lu- 
ce, as fome phrafé it, and is nota Principle, finceit is convertible into 
divers Subftances ; of which an experiment is extant in Sir Kene/ys 
Digby s Treatifé of the immortality of the Soul. _ It was perform’d 
by a particular Friend of his, who with Glafles for.that purpofe de- 
fignd, gather'd in a few days, from the Raysof the Sun only, about 
2 Ounces of a dark reddifh Powder inclining to Purple; of that 
wenderfull Subtilty that it penetrated Gold. With reafon therefore 
have the Moderns rejected thefe Hypothefes. But it is not altoge- 
ther eafie to conceive how terreftrious and folid Particles, as Des 
Cartes makes thofé of Fire to be, can be. capable of fo quick. a Mo- 
tion as that hath, for the eafie and fudden, or difficulr and flow 
Motion of a fubject depends on the figure of its conftituent Parti- 
cles, amd thefe receiving all their force from fome Agent mightier 
than they, are moved more or lefs according as they are figur'd and 
placed, from whence arifés al] this vaft train of fecond Caufes, and 
as things are fram‘d of different Particles, fo they are either fixt or 
volatile, precious, or of fmall value, are Gold, Silver, Lead, &c. 
and it is an obfervation almoft general, where the Particles concurr 
of the fame figure, there the refilt isa. Subftance really perfect in 
its kind, that can refift the impulfe of a powerfuller Agent, and is 
not fubject to all the natural Changes which moft Bodies are incident 
to, not fo conftituted. Thus Gold is by feveral aflerted to be com- 
pos'd of Particles of the fame, Figure, and Mercury, though it con- 
fift of Globular Corpuicles, yet put into a Glafs by it felf will indure 
that degree of heat which Chymifts call the third, and not be fub- 
limated, but turn’d into that which is calld Precipitate per fe ; yer, 
when mixt . with Salts and {uch other Subftances, it does not indure 
the fecond; and Water, which in refpect of many Subftances may 
be caifl’d -homogerieous, boils not fo eafily of it (elf as when mixe 
with fome other Subftance, as Tartar, @c. 

Thofe- Subftances therefore which are termed Volatile, are fo 
from the different Figure of their Particles, and thefe are joyned 
only by an immediate contact or adhefion each on the others Su- 
perficies, of which any may be fully fatisfied, if he but examine ina 
Mifcrofcope the Flowers,er more properly the Volatile Salt of Benja- 
min, which confift of Globular and offmail rigid Particles, like Fila- 
ments and: Pyramidal, all difpos‘d in a pleafing confulion. Oi this Tex- 
ture but not of the fame Figure are all Volatile Salts, deriving their 
fell from their continual Motion ; and cheir Volatility, from their 
different Particles. Upon this accouat all imaginable caution is ufed in 


the working of thefe Subftances, left the end prove contrary to the 
firft defign.

How could 
the Learned Mr. Boy! have prov'd the parts of Fire and Flame pon- 
derable, if they had not been conftituted of fuch particulars as could 
permeate the pervious Glafs? And whenany combuftible Subftance 
is, diftilled, it is no longer capable of being:inflamed, but ‘is turned 
into an Oy! which ftill retains its power, and there is:no longer: 


‘doubt of its poflibility of being changed into‘a Sale: Inflamable Spi- 


rits, or as fomie term chem, exalted Oyls, may beagain chang’‘din- 
to their Original: I have feen an Oy] of Wine ofa’curious red Co. 
four, and inflaming, when accended with a mighty force, which 
could eafily dffiolve Mercury, and as eafily be:turn’d into a Sale of 
a moft delicate Smell and very efficacious. Whether this Principle 
of Heat and Inflammation be an Acid or Alkali, is not material, 
nor is it neceflary to difabufe the World in this point.; ‘but -itimay 
be fafely faid to be Sal {ui generis ; even the mean Vulgar may cons 
vincea disbelieving Perfonconcerning this, who diftinguith the good- 
nefs of their Fuel by its Saline Tafte ; and Wood (if wemay givecre, 
dit to feveral Learned Men) when long foak’d in Water yields fcarce 
any Flame, and gives not fo durable a Heat.
